Many persons were turned 
away on Friday evening last 
from the Coleman Canadian Le¬ 
gion clubrooms on the occasion 
of their annual Vimy smoker. 
At 8 p.m. the clubrooms were 
packed and latecomers were un¬ 
able to be accomodated. Harry 
Garner made the Vimy address 
and paid a stirring tribute to 
the stellar foie the soldiers of 
Canada had played in uniting 
the nation and helping it to 
take its place as a mature world 
power. 

Mr. Sid Short, who presided 
ov,er the evening’s affairs, 
thanked Mr. Garner for his in¬ 
spiring message on behalf of 
the members and then called 
upon Mr. James Lowe to present 
Fred Hirst with his past presi¬ 
dent’s badge. Fred has been one 
of the mainstays of the Cole¬ 
man Branch since his return 
from overseas duty in World 
War 2 and the packed clubroom 
testified to this by a thunderous 
ovation at the completion of 
Jim Lowe’s appreciative remarks 
and presentation of the badge. 
In between numbers, the thin¬ 
ning ranks of First War vet¬ 
erans exchanged banter with 
their younger comrades who 
now comprise the bulk-of Cole¬ 
man Legion membership. In 
most cases the banter -soon evol¬ 
ved into a highly technical ar¬ 
gument concerning the compar¬ 
ative strategies used in such 
widely separated action as Pas- 
schendaele and Cassino. 

However, it was “Vimy Night” 
and the old time warriors were 
usually accorded recognition 
that the “Ridge” was a battle 
that compared with the “Gap” 
by any military standard.

In New Hospital 

First Three Patients To En¬ 
ter Were From Coleman 

Union Hospital 

First patient to actually cross 
the threshold of the Crows Nest 
Pass Municipal Hospital on 
Monday morning was Seward 
Tabor, seventeen year old youth 
from Hillcrest, who was recent¬ 
ly injured in an accident that 
occured at the East Kootenay 
Power Plant at Sentinel. Tabor, 
was accompanied by two other 
patients from the Coleman Min¬ 
ers Union Hospital, Joseph Pol- 
ski, 63, and a twelve year old 
lad, Keith Krish, of Coleman. 

Tabor, being a stretcher case 
was the first to be taken into 
the hospital when the trio ar¬ 
rived from Coleman at approx¬ 
imately 11 a.m. The hospital had 
actually opened its doors at 8 
a.m. but all other hospitals in 
the Pass were apparently empty 
and. it was three hours later 
when the trie from Coleman 
hospital arrived to give the spic 
and span institution an air of 
practical usefulness. 

They were admitted to the 
Mack Stigler ward, which was 
furnished by the Coleman Elks. 
Nurses, ward aides, orderlies and 
other hospital attendants who 
had been nervously awaiting 
their first patients in the same 
manner as theatrical perform¬ 
ers awaiting cues in the wings 
swung into practical service im¬ 
mediately and by early after¬ 
noon the affairs of a modern 
hospital were being conducted 
with all the smoothness and 
aplomb of “Big City” hospitals. 

Later in the afternoon four 
other patients were admitted 
from various Pass towns. Proof 
that the modern facilities at the 
C.N.P. Hosiptal will attract 
many people from outside the 
Hospital ratepaying district was 
furnished with the admittance 
of a patient from Natal, B.C.. 
Mrs. Kay Sonnikoff. The other 
patients admitted in late after¬ 
noon were Mrs. S. Jugrik, of 
Blairmore, Isabel K. Carlyle, of 
Bellevue and Fred Melnyk, of 
Coleman.

Fire Chief Given Authority to 

Take Necessary Action Re 

Fire Hazards Caused by Old 

Buildings 

The question of whether Cole¬ 
man needs a Universal tractor 
to assist in the maintenance of 
the town was the cause of an¬ 
other live debate when the reg¬ 
ular Council meeting was held 
in the Council Chambers, Tues¬ 
day evening. Present were May¬ 
or Aboussafy, Councillors Dibble. 
Nicholas, Jenkins, Wood and 
Ramsay. 

At least two of the Councillors 
were definitely in favor of im¬ 
mediate purchase but their ar¬ 
guments were counter balanced 
by the determined opposition of 
at least two other members who 
voiced objection to the purchase 
at the present tiirte. Feeling 
among the rest of the Council 
was apparently neutral on the 
matter and it finally decided to 
hand the problem over to the 
Works-Property and Finance 
Committees for further study. 

Cost of a new tractor would 
be approximately $6,000 while 
another machine under consid¬ 
eration, a second hand, recon¬ 
ditioned “Cat” plus necessary 
accessories to bring its working 
capacity to the new machine, 
would set ratepayers back about 
$4,200. 

A report on Council’s request 
for me co-operation of the Mc- 
Gillivray Creek Coal and Coke 
Co. Ltd. in a program to allev¬ 
iate the potential flood situa¬ 
tion in West Coleman revealed 
that the Company would clean 
culverts and do all® in its power 
to ward off the dangers of 
floods in the West Coleman area 
adjacent to their property. 

A lively discussion followed 
the reading of Chief Antle’s Fire 
Report which contained a re¬ 
ference to the hazardous con¬ 
ditions caused by the presence 
of old buildings in close prox¬ 
imity to houses in Italian town. 
Members were unanimous in 
their desire to have the Fire 
Chief take whatever steps would 
be necessary to eradicate the 
possibility of conflagarations in 
that area, or any other section 
of the town. 

The assessment notice from 
the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital led to a general dis¬ 
cussion on the manner in which 
ratepayers and others would be 
levied but the notice itself was 
accepted unanimously. Future 
arrangements in connection 
with the operation of the Cole¬ 
man Miners Union Ambulance 
were discussed following the 
Mayor’s report of a conference 
with Mr. J. J. McIntyre in which 
it was suggested that the town 
make provisions to maintain the 
service pending the completion 
of arrangements by the C.N.P. 
Municipal Hospital to take it 
over in conjunction with its own 
ambulance service. 

Councillors Wood and Nicho¬ 
las were appointed to meet with 
Union and Company officials in 
an effort to make what ever 
arrangements were necessary to 
assure the community of am¬ 
bulance service, pro-tem. 

Letters from the License De¬ 
partment seeking Council’s re¬ 
commendations re the granting 
of licenses to Bruno Michalsky. 
of Coleman and George Kafoury 
of Blairmore were read and 
Council followed its usual cus¬ 
tom of granting approval. Mic- 
halsky’s application was related 
to the establishment of a Dry 
Goods store while Kafoury’s was 
directed toward the setting up 
of a Groceries and Meats busi¬ 
ness. 

Chief Antle was assured of his 
annual need of a uniform when 
Council gave immediate assent 
to its purchase.

Gov't Hears Case 
Of Water Pollution 

Internatio al Coal Co. Well 

Represented at Edmonton 

Hearing. 

A suggestion that laws gov¬ 
erning the operations of strip- 
mining be introduced on the 
floor of the legislature high¬ 
lighted the Edmonton hearings 
called by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment to allow the Town of Blair¬ 
more to present a brief in con¬ 
nection with their complaint 
that strip mining operations of 
the International Coal and Coke 
Co. Ltd. of Coleman near an un¬ 
named tributary of York Creek 
were seriously affecting the pur¬ 
ity of Blairmore’s water supply 
sources. 

Commenting on the hearings 
Mayor Enoch Williams who 
headed the three member dele¬ 
gation, was quite satisfied with 
the reception given to the 
B*drmore case, and remarked 
“A full verbal discussion was 
allowed in addition to the pres¬ 
entation of the brief and Messrs 
Larbalestier, Gray and myself 
took full advantage of this to 
stress every angle in relation to 
this vital ^dispute” 

The Coleman company was 
represented by Mr. H. S. Howard 
and a legal advisor, Mr. W. Pat¬ 
terson, both of Calgary and Mr. 
J. J. McIntyre, superintendent 
of the company’s operations in 
Coleman and Mr. H. E. Hewitt, 
company engineer. Questioned 
regarding the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment’s reaction to the dis¬ 
pute, Mayor Williams remarked, 
“Well, while our brief was pre¬ 
sented on the basis of sanita¬ 
tion and Drs. Bow and Shaw, 
of the Health Department were 
present at the hearings, they 
also assigned a Mr. Hart, of the 
Attorney-General’s department 
to the meeting and I got the 
impression they will also assign 
Provincial engineers to assist in 
clearing up the dispute”. 

It was during a general dis¬ 
cussion on the problems brought 
on by increasing strip-mining 
developments in ‘pitched strata’ 
that the suggestion was made 
that in all likihood, legislative 
action may be necessary to con¬ 
trol these operations with an 
eye to protecting the ^vital 
watersheds of nearby communi¬ 
ties. 

The Blairmore delegation al¬ 
so brought up the question of 
water from International’s 
cleaning plants entering the Old 
Man river and further jeopar¬ 
dising the town’s 'water supply 
during the winter months when 
it is necessary to pump wat 
from this source due to insuf¬ 
ficient supply in the reservoir. 
They were assured by Health 
Department officials that all as¬ 
pects of the vital problem would 
be studied and a decisive report 
issued as soon as possible.

The 
purchase of such a table was 
being seriously considered and 
Mr. White’s announcement of 
the Coleman miners handsome 
donation was received with un¬ 
disguised joy by Superintendent 
Florence Cameron.

OTTAWA. — Water power re¬ 
sources are greater in Manitoba 
than in Saskatchewan or * Al¬ 
berta, according to the annual 
review of the Dominion water 
and power bureau, department 
of mines and resources. 

Saskatchewan is second in this re¬ 
spect with Alberta following. 

The report is based on a recent 
analysis of water power data across 
the Dominion covering the period to 
the end’of 1948. 

To date Manitoba has developed 
503,700 horsepower capacity, The re¬ 
port shows, however, that at an ordi¬ 
nary minimum flow 3,309,000 horse¬ 
power would be available at 80 per 
cent, efficiency over a 24-hour period 
if present power resources were de¬ 
veloped. At an ordinary six months’ 
flow, this could be stepped up to 5,- 
344,500 horsepower. 

In Saskatchewan, development has 
reached 111,835 horsepower. The po¬ 
tentiality, according to the report, is 
542,000 horsepower at a minimum 
flow and 1,082,000 at an ordinary six 
months’ flow.

Evidence Of Prosperity 


WITH THE PERIOD OF ADJUSTMENT from wartime to peacetime 
economy well past, it is encouraging to observe .that industrial production, 
external trade, and employment are still at high levels in Canada and that 
there appears to be little cause for anxiety regarding economic conditions 
here at the present time. Statistics compiled late in 1948, showed that 
there were then 4,858,000 employed persons, while the number of unem¬ 
ployed at the time the survey was taken totalled 106,000. Employment in 
non-agricultural .industries had advanced by 75,000 during the three months 
preceding the survey, while farm employment had dropped by 260,000. This 
decrease was attributed largely to the normal seasonal decline in that type 
of work, and was not considered to be of great significance. 


OTTAWA.—Revenue Minister J. J.

Coutts, Alberta, Growing In 
Importance As Port Of Entry 


COUTTS, Alta. — The two ; way 
stream through this small Canadian 
town on the United States border is 
turning into a flood. 

Customs officials haven't seen any¬ 
thing like it. 

Increased development of Alberta 
oil fields has sent mammoth truck 
convoys of machinery and drilling; 
equipment flowing through the pri¬ 
mary port of ehtry to Alberta from 
the United States. The U.S. demand 
for Alberta sheep and cattle and 
other produce also has kept the rear 
door open much of the time. 

But this is only one phase of the 
busy life of the 15 customs men and 
five immigration officers. 

An average of nine automobiles 
carrying Canadian passengers were 
cleared every hour at Coutts during 
1948. Almost 56,000 autos passed 
through the post in the one year. 

With present facilities inadequate, 
officials have had to take over an 
old warehouse and part of a C.P.R. 
office for additional office space. 

Recognizing the growing impor¬ 
tance of Coutts as a port of entry,

The “import value” of shipments 
cleared through Coqtts from Mon¬ 
tana has reflected the great advances 
made in recent years by Alberta in¬ 
dustries. In 1945 the import value 
was only $3,398,000. Last year it 
jumped to $16,262,000.
